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ELLIOTT COUNTY 
COURT HOUSE IS 
RUINED BY FIRE 

Clerk Manages 
To Save All of 
The Deed Books 


Schools Will Dismiss 
Friday For Vacation 


Elliott county's native stone 
court house was destroyed by fire 
early Thursday morning, leaving 
the county in perhaps its worst 
predicament. 

County Clerk Estill Hutchinson 
managed to save all the county's 
45 deed books and all 26 deed in¬ 
dex books, the current mortgage 
and marriage license books and 
school census records from 1900 
to 1930. Everything else was lost 
in all the offices. 

And the building is perhaps a 
total loss. Only the rock walls 
are standing, and there are many 
cracks in the masonry. 

The two-story structure was 
built as a Wl’A project hi the 
1930's It is entirely of native 
stone. The ground floor housed 
eight offices—those of the co¬ 
unty judge, county court clerk, 
sheriff, county superintendent, 
circuit court cierk, county attor¬ 
ney, assessor and county farm 
agent. Second Story was a large- 
court room and jury rooms. 

The fire was discoveed st 1 
am. by Vess Adkins, garage 
owner, as he was on his way to 
work Flames and smoke were 
spouting from the north side of 
the building, ground floor. Towns¬ 
people were soon aroused, but 
flames had gained too much head¬ 
way to be stopped. 

In the excitement, someone 
phoned County Clerk Hutchin¬ 
son. He and Mrs. Hutchinson went 
to the building and the county 
clerk broke an outside window 
into his office. Using a flashlight, 
he and others got out a part of 
the books from the vault before 
smoke and heat drove them out. 
The vault had only a wooden 
door. Rema der of the county 
clerk's records were still burning 
at mid-afternoon. 

No records of any kind were 
saved from other offices. The co¬ 
unty's tax books and the asses¬ 
sor's records all were lost as well 
as all the county school records 
in Supt Curt Davis's office. 

About the only wooden part of 
the structure not to burn were 
two large plaques bearing the 
names of Elliott's World War II 
soldiers. These were on the front 
of the building. 

Loss is estimated at over $200,- 
000 Insurance of $50,000 was car¬ 
ried. But even more damage will 
be occasioned by loss of valuable 
records 

The county board of education 
had nearly completed the remod¬ 
eling of a small building nearby 
on the county square and planned 
to move the superintendent's of¬ 
fice soon. But ail school records 
were lost. 

Origin of the fire is not known. 
A meeting to explain social sec¬ 
urity to farmers was held in the 
court room the afternoon before 
and the room was heated by a 
coal stove. Two oil heaters were 
being used in offices. 

The court house fire is the 
third major fire in Sandy Hook 
this year. Flames destroyed the 
L C Prichard Appliance Co., 
building and the Clyde Fannin 
Restaurant in recent months. The 
town has no fire department.

She was hard-of-hearing then, 
but more recently has had an al¬ 
most total loss of hearing, which 
curbs her ability to converse with 
visitors. 

I remember that Aunt Jeston 
smiled broadly when ! told her 
that she was a pert, petite and 
pretty woman. She said, "They 
used to tell me I was pretty.’’ She 
went on to say that one time she 
did “just about set the world 
afire." She was burning some 
brush and the fire got out of 
control. She rang the old iron 
dinner bell to call firefighters to 
help put out the blaze 

Aunt Jeston still claims to be 
slightly vain. When day breaks, 
she wants prettied-up a bit. Atop 
her heads she wears ruffled caps, 
and if she's expecting visitors she 
wants a dark red knitted shawl 
around her shoulders. 

She was born at Flat Ridge, Va 
December 23, 1851, and remem¬ 
bers many events connected with 
the Civil War Her family moved 
to Kentucky shortly after the war 
—a trip that took 21 days through 
a wildnerness The second night 
out, the family stopped with a 
relative. He had killed a bear, 
and at Jeston's request wrapped 
the bearskin back around the car¬ 
cass so they could see it. 

Aunt Jeston got homesick for 
! her old home in the Biuc Ridge 
Mountains. But she never went 
back. "You can't, you know. And 
even if you could, it would be 
changed and disappointing to 
you." She spoke of the family's 
handsome three-story house of 
dressed logs and her Grandmoth¬ 
er's fine set of pewter, always 
polished to a soft luster. Once, 
she told me about the chinquapin 
bushes "growing so pretty-like 
in the yard,” and she went to a 
small wood-pegged table and took 
a tiny tobacco sack from the 
drawer. 'These are chinquapins 
from my old home in Virginia." 

About five years ago Aunt Jes¬ 
ton fell and broke her hip. It was 
natural for folks to think that was 
the end of her. But the little 
| old lady who had lived through 
, four wars and traveled a wilder 
| ness road to make a home in pio- 
j neer country was not ready to 
call it quits. 

Among theories advanced as 
[ to her longevity is her complete 
lack of fear. "I wa. never afraid 
; of anything or anybody When I 
was a child, I remember the old 
folks would tell stories about 
hants and ghosts, but I was nev- 
| er afraid." 

Other theories include: going to 
| sleep with a clear conscience; eat¬ 
ing leisurely; forgetting unkind 
remarks; having strong faith in 
| God.

“Only Mother I 
Ever Knew,” Says 
Grandson, Age 65

JESTON Virginia Tcsterman 
Gevedon was born in Virginia 
December 23. 1851, and came to 
Kentucky at the age of 14, one of 
a family of nine children. 

Her father. Agaither Testerman, 
had heard of a healthful climate 
west of the Blue Ridge Mountains 
in Kentucky, and his wife Sarah 
was declining in health due to a 
lung trouble of some kind. He 
decided to move westward for his 
wife's health. 

At the age of seventeen Grand¬ 
ma Raney C. Gevedon, my grand¬ 
father At an early age Grandma 
was converted and joined the 
Enterprise Raptist church and has 
lived a devout Christian life. Al¬ 
though she didn't make a public 
demonstration of religion as some 
folks do. she had the kind that 
kept her all through life. She at¬ 
tended church at Grassy Lick 
regularly every fourth Saturday 
and Sunday of each month, and 
my grandfather being deacon of 
the church, it fell her lot to bake 
the bread and procure the wine 
for the communion meeting and 
foot-washing which took place on 
the fourth Sunday in May of each 
year. 

I was brought to live with 
Grandma at approximately one 
and a half years of age. and she 
was the only Mother I ever knew 
much about. I can remember 
very distinctly 62 years ago, and 
I am better acquainted with 
Grandma's life and habits than 
perhaps anyone else now living 

Afflicted At Early Age 

At an early age (long before 1 
can remember) she became af¬ 
flicted with a lung trouble and 
since I can remember she had 
several severe lung hemorrhages 
and was never strong anymore. 

I have heard it said that the 
reason she had lived so long was 
because she never had to work 
hard. I will say that she did as 
much or more as any housewife 
did at that time. In fact, I never 
saw her idle. She did the cook¬ 
ing and dish-washing the year 
around and, regardless of weath¬ 
er, she went to the “old log 
stable” and milked the cows and 
fed the pigs, until about 1907 or 
1908 when I got big enough. 

Dried Apples. Pumpkin 

Rings. Beans For Winter Use 

She never went to the fields 
to work but in the spring when 
the sheep were shorn she washed 
the wool and dried it, carded it 
into rolls to spin of nights. In the 
spring and summer she helped 
some in planting and cultivating 
the garden. When fall came she 
carried apples from the orchard 
in her apron and sliced to dry for 
winter use. Numerous strings of 
sliced pumpkin were hung around 
the cook stove to dry, also strings 
of shuck beans. The dry ones 
were hulled for soup beans. 

In my boyhood, I remember she 
had the only equipment for spin¬ 
ning and weaving in the immedi¬ 
ate neighborhood. She spun and 
wove the wool into blankets and 
cloth with which to make dresses 
and coats and pants She knit a’,1 
our socks and mended them when 
worn, and did the mending of all 
our clothes. 

Though she seldom visited, she 
loved company and was always 
glad for people to come. Rela¬ 
tives would come and bring their 
families in a wagon and spend 
the week end with us and she 
would cook the best for them and 
everyone seemed to enjoy them¬ 
selves at “our house.” 

We were poor and I can re¬ 
member a lot of times when the

Wheelrim School 

He said he visited the Wheel- 
rim school and made a tape re¬ 
cording of the name, age, grade 
and something each child said to 
take back to his New York of¬ 
fice He said they visited Wyett 
and Shady Grove schools in El¬ 
liott county and that the display 
on the walls of work done by the 
children and especially the color, 
was excellent. He complimented 
both schools and teacher. 

Crockett School 

Tuesday morning Dr. Saunders, 
Mrs Brady and Mr. Hullette vis¬ 
ited the school at Crockett. 

Dr. Saunders was greatly im¬ 
pressed at the beauty of the 
school’s location and the tall 
pines. He asked what kind of 
pines they were. He visited sev¬ 
eral rooms in the school and told 
the children about his visit to 
schools in Greece, Lebanon, Italy 
and other nations. He said that 
in some schools they had no 
books, no paper, no pencils and 
the children sat on the ground 
for a floor. The children in Mrs. 
Hobert Cassity’s room sang some 
songs and he complimented them 
for the nice d.splay of their work. 
He found a nice group of chil¬ 
dren in Mrs. Arthur Hullette’s 
room and thought their work 
was very fine. They told him the 
room had used some of its SCF 
funds to buy records. 

Claudia Rowland, principal, in¬ 
troduced them to the different 
teachers and they were pleased 
with their visit. 

Dr. Saunders’ visits to this area 
are certainly appreciated and in¬ 
dicates the great interest the or¬ 
ganization has in helping chil¬ 
dren. 

They visited the school at Dit- 
ony in Morgan but it was late 
when they arrived and the school 
had closed. One of the school 
boys who lives nearby and is the 
janitor, came and let them in the 
building. The room was painted 
nicely and many fine speciments 
of their work were on the walls. 
Dr. Saunder and Mrs. Brady were 
accompanied by Arthur Hullette. 

Saunders paid a tribute to Mr. 
Hullette for the fine work he is 
doing and said that Ralph Brown 
who at one time was area con¬ 
sultant here, has been promoted 
to chief consultant for all the Ap¬ 
palachian mountains, and that 
Miss Sophia Holliday, area direc¬ 
tor of the clothing stores, has 
been promoted as director of the 
region. 

This is the first visit here of 
Mrs. Brady. She works with the 
American Legion. National Scout 
organizations and others who as¬ 
sist in collection of clothing sold 
in the stores.
